The  Registrar  General's  estimated  mid-year  population  for  the  Urban 
District,  including  approximately  470  patients  at  St.  Cadoc's  Hospital 
and  162  Students  and  Staff  at  Caerleon  College  of  Education,  was  5*590 
for  1966.  The  apparent  decrease  in  population  follows  the  transfer  of  the 
Christchurch  area  of  the  Urban  District,  with  a population  of  600  persons, 
to  the  County  Borough  of  Newport.  There  were  132  live  births  and  100  deaths 
11  live  births  more  and  13  deaths  more  than  those  for  1965.  The  natural 
increase  in  population  was  32.,  3 less  than  for  1965. 

The  Registrar  General’s  comparability  factors,  necessary  for  the 
calculation  of  local  adjusted  rates,  the  only  statistics  comparable  w ith 
national  figures,  are  1.02  for  births  and  0.7  for  deaths.

The  local  and  adjusted  live  birth  rates  exceeded  those  for  Monmouth- 
shire and  for  England  and  Vales.  Both  rates  were  more  than  those  for  1965, 
although  the  Monmouthshire  rates  and  that  for  England  and  Wales  diminished. 

There  was  one  less  illegitamate  live  birth  in  1966  than  in  1965. 
Illegitamate  live  births  per  cent  of  total  live  births  were  2.39 % more  than 
for  Monmouthshire  but  1.61%  less  than  for  1965  ana  more  in  keeping  with  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales.

There  were  five  infant  deaths,  four  of  males  and  one  of  a female  and 
three  more  than  for  1965.  The  infant  mortality  rate  is  more  than  twice 
that  for  last  year  and  exceeds  the  rates  since  1961 . The  rate  exceeds 
that  for  Monmouthshire  by  12.89  infant  deaths  per  1,000  live  births  and 
for  England  and  V/ ales  by  18.88  infant  deaths.  Two  deaths  took  place  at 
home  and  3 in  hospital. 

Three  deaths  were  of  infants  aged  less  than  one  week,  2 more  than  in 
1965.  Each  death  was  due  to  prematurity.  The  remaining  two  deaths  were 
attributed  to  environmental  influences.  Infant  deaths  by  age  and  cause

The  neonatal  and  early  neonatal  mortality  rates  are  as  disappointing 
as  the  infant  mortality  rate  when  compared  with  the  rates  for  Monmouthshire 
and  England  and  Wales. 

The  neonatal  mortality  rate  is  6.67  deaths  per  1,000  live  births  more 
than  for  Monmouthshire  and  9.83  deaths  per  1 ,000  live  births  raorv  than  for 
England  and  halos.  The  early  neonatal  mortality  rate  is  double  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  and  8.62  deaths  per  1,000  live  births  more  than  for 
Monmouths  h ire.

The  rate  is  11.14 
and  3.57  less  than  the  rates  for  Monmouthshire  and  England  and  Wales 
respectively.

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The  crude  and  local  adjusted  death  rates  decreased  from  1 961 -65. 
year  both  rates  have  increased  so  that  the  local  adjusted  death  rate 
exceeds  that  for  England  and  Wales  by  0.82  deaths  per  1 ,000  population. 

The  crude  death  rate  is  more  than  the  crude  rate  for  Monmouthshire  by 
5.97  and  the  local  adjusted  death  rate  is  less  than  the  rate  for  Monmouth- 
shire by  1.07  deaths  per  1,000  population. 

Forty  nine  deaths  were  of  males  and  51  of  females,  13  more  total  deaths 
than  in  1965.  Forty  one  deaths  were  of  persons  aged  75  years  and  over, 

32  deaths  were  of  persons  aged  65  to  74  years,  and  27  deaths  were  of  persons 
aged  less  than  65  years.  Twenty  nine  deaths  of  persons  aged  more  than  65 
years  were  of  males  and  44  of  females.  Of  those  aged  less  than  65  years 
20  deaths  were  of  males  and  7 of  females. 

Thirty  deaths  were  of  patients  resident  at  St.  Cadoc's  Hospital. 

Only  six  of  these  deaths  were  of  persons  aged  less  than  65  years.  The 
remainder  were  aged  more  than  70  years. 

Thirty  two  deaths  were  attributed  to  disease  of  the  heart,  blood 
vessels  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system.  These  continued  to 
form  the  largest  group  of  deaths,  32%  of  total  deaths,  16.27%  less  than  in 
1965.  Sixteen  deaths  were  of  males  and  1 6 of  females.  Twenty  seven  of 
these  deaths  were  of  persons  aged  65  years  and  over.  The  remaining  5 
deaths  were  of  males  of  whom  four  died  of  coronary  disease> 

Deaths  due  to  neoplasm  formed  the  next  largest  group  of  deaths., 
although  there  were  an  equal  number  of  deaths,  19?  attributed  to  pneumonia. 
Ten  deaths  due  to  neoplasm  were  of  males  and  9 of'  females.  Four  d eaths 
of  males  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and  only  one  was  of  a person  aged 
more  than  65  years. 

Of  the  deaths  due  to  pneumonia,  10  were  of  males  and  9 of  females.

Measles  remained  true  to  form  in  1966  and  nationally  the  year  was  non- 
epidemic. In  Caerleon  there  were  39  cases  compared  with  57  in  1965. 

Fifteen  cases  occurred  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  and  sixteen  in  the 
second  quarter. 


Thirty  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified,  19  in  the  first  quarter 
of  the  year.  Three  cases  of  whooping  cough,  3 of  pneumonia  and  one  of 
dysentery  were  notified.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  ARE,,. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Surveyor/Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  following 
report. 

General,  as  seen  from  the  population  and  acreage  figures  in  this  report 

the  Urban  Area  was  reduced  in  size  by  the  taking  over  by  Newport 
County  Borough,  as  part  of  the  Caerleon  area.  The  remainder  of 
the  area  continued  to  gro w as  a result  of  private  development, 
but  the  rate  of  growth  decreased  as  the  year  progressed. 

Public  Due  to  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  houses  in  the  district  the 
Cleansing,  refuse  collection  schedule  was  able  to  be  revised  and  a possible 
increase  of  collection  time  was  avoided.  Household  refuse 
continues  to  be  collected  once  per  week  and  trade  refuse  twice 
per  week;  the  collection  is  still  from  the  kerbside.  Tipping  is 
still  being  carried  out  at  a tip  within  the  Cwmbran  U.D.C.  area. 
a new  gully/cesspit  emptier  was  delivered  early  in  the  year  which 
has  enabled  the  cesspit  emptying  service  to  become  more  efficient. 

Clean  The  Urban  District  is  still  not  part  of  a .smoke  controlled  area. 
Air  The  Council  ha-s  no  apparatus  for  carrying  out  test  on  atmospheric 

Act.  pollution  etc.  The  problem  of  smuts  being  discharged  from  the 

local  brickworks  has  net  been  solved  and  in  September  the  fall  out 
of  these  smuts  caused  ao  much  of  a nuisance  that  the  Council 
decided  to  take  legal  advice  and  Counsel’s  oppinion  has  been 
sought  with  the  resultant  hope  that  legal  action  will  be  able  to 
be  followed. 
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> Schools.  With  the  extensive  development  m the  Lodge  Area  there  is  a 
prMOsal  for  the  construction  of  a new  junior  and  infant  school.  The 
fa^lities  for  juniors  and  infants  are  catered  for  at  present  hy  an 
Endowed  School. 

Water  Supplies.  The  Newport  and  South  Monmouthshire  Water  Board  are  the 
statutory  water  undertakers  in  the  area.  Councillor  C„E.  G-ough  was  the 
Council’s  representative  on  the  Board.  A total  of  46  samples  for 
bacteriological  examination,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory,  were  taken 
during  the  year.  There  are  two  outlying  areas  in  which  it  is  still  thought 
impracticable  to  pipe  water.  There  were  no  standpipe  facilities  in  the 
area.  The  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  from  the  public  water  mains 
is  1,386,  the  estimated  population  being  4? 226  persons. 

Cemetery.  A public  cemetery  is  maintained  by  the  Council  at  Cold  Bath  Road 
but  the  number  of  interments  is  small.  The  Council  is  a Member  of  the 
Monmouthshire  Joint  Crematorium  Committee. 

Public  Swimming  Baths.  Three  samples  were  taken  during  the  season  and  the 
water  was  proved  to  be  of  a satisfactory  standard. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  net.  The  services  of  the  rodent  control  is 
still  carried  out  on  a part  time  basis  and  a number  of  infestations  of  a 

minor  nature  were  dealt,  with. 

Recreation  Facilities.  The  Council  have  extensive  sports,  playing  and  open 
areas  in  the  area  which  upon  calculation  works  out  at  approximately  8 acres 
per  thousand  population. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  The  new  works  continues  to  function 
satisfactorily.  Application  has  been  made  to  the  Welsh  Office  for  Phase  II 
of  the  scheme  to  partially  treat  sewage  from  the  District. 

Factories.  Four  inspections  under  the  Factories  Act  were  carried  out  and 
the  premises  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Housing.  During  the  year  eleven  flats  and  two  shops  were  completed  by  the 
Authority.  A total  of  83  private  dwellings  were  completed  during  the  year 
and  46  were  under  construction.  There  were  a small  number  of  improvement 
grants,  discretionary  and  standard  applied  for  in  the  year. 

Offices.  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act.  There  were  13  inspections  carried 
out  under  this  heading,  a number  of  intimation  notices  were  served  for  minor 
contraventions.  On  the  whole  the  standard  found  was  acceptable.  There  are 
no  major  office  facilities  in  the  area  and  the  predominence  of  premises 
registered  are  shops  and  public  houses.
